doubtedly a fact that the complaint 
of the scarcity of "help” in agrieuk 
ture is not confined to any q ua rte r or 
section. 
The New York f a n n e r suffers 
in common with the Southern planter 
or the wheal raiser in the Northwest. 
Secretary Wilson attributes the search 
ty largely to the "superior attractions 
of the city” in the m atter of recrea­ 
tion and social intercourse. 
But it is 
by no means certain that these attrac­ 
tions count for much with the new 
arrivals, the tens of thousands of im 
m igrants who are again stream ing la 
from southern Europe. 
The italian 
im m igrants are as a rule agricultural 
la b o re rs who would find farm work 
easy and agreeable lf the machinery 
existed to adjust supply and demand 
in that field. 
It has been stated by 
investigators that the lack of funds 
to pay for the t ransportrrttrm of appli­ 
cants for jobs on farm s has forced 
many an Im migrant in New York to 
remain in the congested foreign col 
ony and become a burden instead of a 
producer of wealth. 
Recent data su p 
plied by the New York Departm ent of 
Agriculture throw some light on the 
problem. 
It is estimated 
that the 
farmers of 
the 
Empire State alone 
could employ from 50,000 to 100.000 
additional "hands" and increase their 
harvest 50 per cent 
Last year the 
labor bureau 
which had been estab­ 
lished previously to direct laborers to 
the rural districts of the S t a t e - was 
able to send out exactly 4.171 "hands.” 
In one month 120 men were sent out, 
and 
of 
these, significantly enough, 
only nineteen were Americans, 
The 
labor bureaus can only send out men 
who have enough cash to purchase 
their own tickets and support them 
selves for a time. 
There ate m ulti­ 
tudes of new arrivals who cannot pay 
for transportation to Minnesota, the 
Dakotas, Texas, Oregon and Washing­ 
ton, and many cannot even pay for 
transportation to the interior of New 
York State. 
The great need, especial­ 
ly in view of the turn in the alien tide, 
is for better distribution of able-bodied 
alien laborers aud for agencies that 
would bring the right peopLa~to~the 
right market. 
The farm ers cry for 
hands, the hands cry 
for 
ihdds— at 
least, before the alleged superior at 
tractions of the cities exert their mag 
Ic— but the machinery to effect a corn 
bination is sadly crude and inadequate.

United States Army, many years ago, 
took lessons from the Indians 
and 
from their methods of warfare devised 
and perfected the system of extended 
order or skirmish drills which have 
proved 
b o effective, 
so

Signal 
Corps of the army has followed to a 
large extent the red men s methods of 
conveying information from point to 
point where there is no time to string 
telegraph or telephone lines or where 
wireless telegraphy is unavailable. 
As the 
Indians 
since 
prehistoric 
times, have used columns of smoke In 
various combinations to signal the ap­ 
proach of an enemy or to tra n sm it 
other messages, so the arm y signal­ 
men have found most effective what 
a re known as smoke bombs or smoke 
rockets. 
The former are fired from a 
small mortar, the latter in the same 
way as Fourth of July fireworks. Each 
■when reaching a desired height, regu­ 
lated by a fuse, bursts and liberates a 
picric acid compound 
which 
ignites 
from the explosion, burning with a 
cloud of yellowish smoke which may 
be seen for miles. 
By changing the 
chemical elements of 
the compound 
various different colors of smoke can 
be produced, each to denote Its own 
eignal or message. 
Another rocket used by the Signal 
Corps, designed for night work, on 
b ursting sets free a parachute from 
which is suspended a cartridge, which 
Ignites and burns colored fires, one 
a fter the other, so arranged in the 
cartridge as to convey a message to 
those who may be watching for it. 
These cartridges are made in sections, 
each containing its own different col­ 
ored fire, and threaded to screw to­ 
gether in a fraction of a minute. 
These military fireworks, 
as 
they 
m ight aptly be called, are packed in 
hermetically sealed caus, much In the 
same m ann er as tinned meats, with 
the same sort of thumbscrew atta c h ­ 
m en t for opening them quickly. 
In 
this way they keep indefinitely in any 
climate and have been found particu­ 
larly effective In the campaigns in the 
Philippines. 
While the navy does not employ so 
complicated a system of rocket and 
bomb signaling as does the army, ev­ 
ery w arship carries a supply of pow­ 
erful rockets, which liberate on burst­ 
ing a series of brilliant white stars

I KTH*'N’ ti.nm and dollars a year for Fielder Jones to m anage 
the W hite Sox. 
Twelve thousand dollars a year to Hans W ag­ 
ner, just a player on the P ittsburg team . 
These are some of 
■ fig ar* 
which m ake the <port-lox mg public sit up and 
take notice. 
How Is it possible for the baseball m agnates to 
be able to pay him h salaries is a question frequently asked. 
W'hen it is stated th a t the fans in this country pay out. a n ­ 
nually som ething like $ 10,000.000 in the m ajor leagues 'alo re to w itness 
baseball games, and th a t SS,OOO,OOO of this am ount goes out again in sal­ 
aries and oth* r expenses, it is easy to see how it is th a t baseball m anagers 
are able to pay such am ounts to th e ir players. 
T here are a lot of H ans W agners— big and little— in t he baseball busi­ 
ness, and any undertaking th a t can pay such salaries m ay properly be re­ 
garded as having reached that dignity which entitles it to be called an 
industry. 
Most of the baseball fans them selves m ay not know there is 
su c h -a thing as the baseball industry of the United States, b u t th ere is. 
Nor can it be described w ithout the use of big figures. 
It is great in in­ 
come, great in expenditure, great in the num ber of men employed, and still 
greater in tim number of Its patrons. 
First, consider the huge volume of attendance. 
A nything th a t flourishes 
in a dry tim e may safely be presumed to have the seeds of life within it— 
so w hat m ust be said of the trem endous development In attendance th a t took 
place last year in the two big leagues— 7,069,122, as against 6,136,547 in 
1907? 
Almost every other Industry except th a t of baseball was slowing 
down, bread lines were forming In the cities, and the workhouses were over­ 
run with hoboes, but not a blade of gra ss appeared in the roads to the ball 
grounds. 
Are not these figures truly w onderful? 
A great statesm an who can 
draw 10000 persons to h ear him speak goes back to the privacy of his 
room a t a hotel and swells out his chest until his sh irt studs fly out. 
Yet 
eighteen baseball hum an beings arui an um pire can draw three times the 
crowd, m ake each one pay sn adm ission fee, which the great statesman 
does not. and send them aw ay happy. 
The Am erican people surely do like 
to be entertained. 
But the attendance story of the big leagues is only a fraction of the 
attendance story itself. 
In this country are fifty m inor leagues, scattered 
all the way from Portland, Ore., to the Florida everglades. 
Each of these 
leagues is composed of eight clubs. 
Each club plays during a season 150 
games. 
If each club could play by it#*lf there would he played in the m inor 
leagues durin g a season 60,000 games, hut as two clubs are required to 
m ake a game, there are only 30,000 contests. 
An attendance of 800 is said 
to be a fair average at m inor league games, 
if it is, 24,000.000 persons 
saw' baseball played last year at Kalamazoo, Oshkosh, A ngel’s Camp and 
other sim ilar places, which brings the total baseball attendance of the 
country up to 31.000,000. 
Now, let us see w hat these fit:ores m ein in money. 
In New York 
one cannot roost on the bleachers for less than 50 c* tits, and if he would 
get tinder the roof of th** grand stand, w here fouls and flies are not so likely 
to pu t his eye out. he must pay $1.50. 
In some of the sm aller cities the 
tariff is not so high; so let us call 50 cents the average price of a seat at a 
big league game. 
Based on this figure, the Income of the two big leagues— 
last year was more than $3,500,000. 
And if the 24,000.000 custom ers of tho 
m in or le agues paid an average of 25 cents ea< ti. the incomes of these sm aller 
associations aggregated $6,006,000. 
A game m ust lie pretty good th at can 
pull alm ost $10,000,000 from the pockets of the A m erican people du rin g a 
panic year. 
"I suppose the A m erican public is now paying in the neighborhood of 
$10,000,000 for the national game, counting In the m inor leagues, enough to 
buy two tickets for every one of the 21,000,000 men of voting age iii Cue 
country, and some over,” auld a well know n Uischull m agnate. 
“ More than 
7,OOO Out* persons attended t h e gam es of the two m ajor leagues last year, th* 
banner year up to date. 
T his m akes somewhat more than ffc.Oc0.OOO paid 
out by the large cities during a season that la Oh about six months. 
T h e r e 
are about fifty-six m inor club leagues of professionals, which together would 
m ake about $ 15.OOO,non in receipt*. 
Then there are tin* sem iprofessional 
games, the college gam es and tin 
JO-eent gam es in the open places about 
every city. 
“T he Am erican Association and the E astern League have receipts a v e r­ 
aging annually Upward of $ 100,000 Im each (dub. 
Team s from such cities 
as Buffalo, Providence, Louisville and K ansas City must draw about $So.o00 
each. 
The Pacific Coast League, I should say, averages $66,000 for each 
club, and the Southern League team s $»*0.000 a year each. 
The (dubs from 
such places as Albany, New Haven, Utica and Scranton probably average 
$45,000 to $50,000 in annual te e d pts, w ith almost an equal amount to lh-' 
credit of clubs from Savannah, Galvi.Hon. Poughkeepsie and Richmond. 
‘T h e number af m en engaged 
in 
professional baseball 
m akes 
an 
astonishing total. 
T here a re about fifty eight (dub leagues iii all, I think - 
leagues th a t are entitled to protection of th eir territory and their contracts 
by the N ational Baseball Commission. 
Say that tile average num ber of clubs 
in a league Is eight. 
T hat m akes 464 professional clubs. 
As an average, I 
suppose there arc about eighteen men on the pay roll of ©auh club. 
T h a r 
m akes $,352 professional ball players. 
The sciul-proles^ionals art* another 
enorm ous army. 
“The outlay from professional sources for balls and bats m ust m ean 
nearly $40,000 a season- say about 1,2"0 bats and as m any dozen balls. 
'Phis 
is a detail to the outsider, but it counts up. 
“The sum lied up in grounds, stands and bleachers is entirely a m a tte r 
of conjecture 
It vaftes according i<» tile plait* and arran gem ents 
It bas 
been said that the average value of National League grounds is $250,000 and 
of Am erican League grounds $20......... 
“T h is trem endous aggregation of capital is, in some ways, a stake in a 
big gamble. 
Baseball is subject to all kinds of changeable conditions. 
T he 
public is fickle. 
Box office receipts depend upon the standing of the team to 
a large extent. 
W eather may knock a season skyhigh. 
The stronger team s 
a re not forced out of business by bad w eather, hut th e ir receipts m ay be 
cut down, after the weeks of prelim inary train in g when nothing is com* 
big in. 
“ In general, however, basehrU ta a safe proposition. 
It Is bound to 
grow. 
From year to year, in the long run, the attendance will increase. 
It 
SH AV ES MAN IN LIONS’ CAGE 
is sure to with larger populations in the cities, better m eans of tran sit ami 
baseball education, you m ight call it, for the public. 
Extraordinary' (draggle* 
for supremacy, such as were seen last year, may pile up phenomenal total* 
out of the line of steady growth, b u t ’the progress of th** gam e will catch up 
w ith and pass old records.” 
But, unfortunately for the owners of baseball stock, this sum is not all 
profit. 
T here are heavy expenses to pay. 
T he labor cost is big. the largest 
slugle item in the list. 
Not every m an draw s a Hana W agner salary, but 
there are so m any ball players in the country that in the aggregate they 
call for a large sum. 
The team s in the two big leagues are composed of approxim ately 560 
players. 
T h a t Is figuring on a basis of th irty five no n to a team. 
Some of 
these fellows receive fancy salaries, an yth in g from $5,000 up to Hun* W ag 
a e r ’a $12,000. 
But $3,000 a season is said to be a fair average for big league 
players, 
lf so, the larger associations annually pay $1,680,000 for players. 
The um pires get something, too, as do the m anagers of the clubs and the 
ground employes. 
Probably it would be safe to say th a t the big leagues pay 
out $2,000,000 a year for labor of one kind aud another. 
Any other concern 
that pays out six and a huif millions a year regards itself, and quite pro p­ 
erly so, as quite un institution, 
Then, th ere Is th e baseball crop—It costs som ething to raise that.

big league team will bat to pieces or lose each season forty dozen balls.

S t a t u e o f L i b e r t y T o o IV l a b for ( lo s e 
S t u d y , My in h o llo o f t h e I a i o n . 
Armed Liberty.’’ 
the 
magnificent 
-statu® that crow ns the dom e of the 
Capitol, is by far th© m ost sym bolic 
of all the statues in W ashington. B eau­ 
tiful and reposeful, yet with an air of 
v igilaneo, it is perhaps the least ap­ 
preciated of th© city's statues, possi 
biy because of its being placed at such 
an altitude that it cannot easily be 
studied. 
The original plans of the 
Capitol called for a statue to surm ount 
the dome, hut no title was then given 
it. and although more than half a cen­ 
t r y has elapsed since its erection, 
com paratively few people know its real 
tm me. 
The statue was modeled by T hom as 
Crawford, father of the novelist, the 
late F. Marion Crawfrod. 
It was cast 
at a Maryland foundry. 
Jefferson Da 
vis was Secretary of War when the 
model wa® first presented at the War 
Department. 
The statue then wore a 
liberty cap and carried a bundle of 
rods. 
D avis objected to the liberty 
(>ap as being em blem atic of em anci­ 
pated slaves, w hile Am ericans were 
'rec born. 
H e also thought the bundle 
of rods. suggesting toe functions of 
the Roman lictor, had lost its symbolic 
character 
B ecause of these criticism s 
of 
Secretary 
Davis the model was 
changed and the “Armed Lady" was 
evolved. 
The statue is nine feet six inches 
fall and w eighs 14,98'. pounds. 
It was 
put in place Dec. 2, 1863. 
The head

eagle's beak and plumes. 
The right 
hand rests on a sword and the left 
holds an olive branch and a shield. 
The m antle is gracefully draped and 
Is held by a brooch bearing "U. S.”
